Tbe breeder who rais- 
es good horses of anv cnmmerctsl class 
is assured of a stable and remunera- 
tive market for bis surplus and has 
every encouragement to intelligently

Notes From Frankfort. 
Ed Record: It was my good fortune 
to tie in Frankfort last week and wit- 
tbe doings of Lesislatner, which, 
in some respect. Is one of the most 
impnrtantsessionsthat has been held 
for many years. The members are 
over the average, both in appearance 
and intelligence, and it will be grati 
fying to your readers to learn that our 
Senator, IIonGT FarrLs, and our rep 
resentative, lion S D Cochran, have 
contributed their part in raising the 
general average of that august body. 
They have rendered material aid, both 
on the flour and in the committee 
room, in bringing about the> splendid 
legislation which has already been 
completed. Tbfy -are hard workers 
and lilways advocate that which Is for 
the good of theirconstituents and the 
public generally. They are held in 
the highest esteem by other members 
who.se expressions of appreciation 
evince the fact that they are a good 
advertisement both for our county and 
the democratic party, to which they 
adhere with a Mdltf whkh la pralae- 
wortby. 

Tbe passage of the World's Fair and 
tbe Capital appropriation bills, the 
extension of the stMSlons of Common 
Schools, ^nd tbe passage of the schiH)l 
book bill, will lie so many monuments 
to the memory of that Ixidy. They 
carry with them the splait of enter- 
prise and the -principles of democracy 
Tbe principle of local self-government 
incorporated In the school book bill, 
by the appointment of county boards, 
was in keeping with tbe views advoca 
ted by Senator Farris for several years 
as agalnat thd doctrine of a state 
Imard alone, which favors eentraliza 
tion of power and is therefore undem 
QCratlc. 

Senator Farris has been the author 
of several important bills, among them 
the local optlun bill, wbicb was defeat 
ed in the Senate by three votes, al 
though it is claimed that it would have 
passed the House by a good majority. 
The bill was In line with the temper 
anoe cause, and sought the protection 
of tbe people, in precincts that oppose 
tbe sale of liquor, against adjoining 
precincts that are controlled by a ne 
gro vote In favor of license. The bill 
favored tbe majority in tbe county 
ruling, instead of one precinct. His 
speech, in favor of tbe bill, was elo 
quent and logical, but tbe gigantic 
whisky trusts, with its enticing cup 
and Ua glitteriag gold, exerts a woo 
derful IftSaeoesi. The good people will 
finally deBMnd the enactment of such 
law. - - Observer.

or 65 9 cents per bushel. 

The acreage devoted to ' oats vris 
27,638.126, which with an average 
yield of 28.4 bushels, at an average

The rye crop sviih an acreage of

The buckwheat crop from 804,393 
acres, raised entirely in the Bast and 
middle West, was marketed for 88,650, 
733. 

Tbree and a quarter million acres 
devoted to flaxaeed produced a crop 
alued at $22,201,557. 
Tbe Irish potato crop sold for $1.')1,- 
628,004, and vies with the tobacco crop 
with returning the greatest amount 
per acre of any of the principal crops. 
Although there were less than 3, 0(H),- 
000 acres devoted to it, tbe yield of 
84 7 bushels per acre, at an average 
price of Gl 4 cents, is equivalent to an 
average net realisation of 052 per acre 
Tobacco yields, according to the lig- 
ures given below, 053.46 per acre. 

The toliacco crop of 815,972,425 
pounds, at an average price of C.8 cents 
per pound, produced a revenue of $55,- 
514 626. The average yield per acre 
from 1,027,735 acres was 786 3 pounds. 

The hay crop, excepting corn alone 
is the greatest in value, the gross real- 
ization during the year on J81,305,940 
tons being $556,376,880.

Col W C P Breckuridge writes as 
follows, in the Lexington Herald: On 
Friday, in ^hexlty of New York, Bish- 
op Dodley died of heart disease; on 
Saturday in Louisville, General Dan 
CoKier died of heart disease; Bishop 
Dudley happened at the moment of 
tlie attack to be in company of his 
wife and loved ones: General Ci llier 
was alone, lying on a couch at thf 
Sanitarium of a friend, and died w ith- 
out struy^lc <'r snmid. There was 
very slight dilTerence in age between 
these gentlraaen. Bishop Dudley being 
past sixty-six and General Collier per- 
haps in his alxtT fifth year. Each had 
lived' earnest, sincere, brave, manly 
lives and won tbe respect and love of 
tl:ose with whom each bad come in 
personal contact. 

General Collier had early entered 
the Federal Armv and distinguished 
himself for heroism on the battlefield 
and faithful, devoted service, and had 
won rank and reputation, cc/ining out 
of the war with a commission of Col- 
onel and the higher commission of tbe 
love and adftilration of his men and 
the conHdenoe of bis brothel officers. 
He was Kentuckian born of Kentucky 
stock, reared as a farmer's boy and fill- 
ing with credit the station in life to 
which his family :;nd he belonged. 
As .Adjutant and Insppctur tJeneralof 
the State of Kentucky under its duly 
elected and legally inaugurated Gover 
nor in the midst of must troublous 
times and confronted w ith unprece- 
dented difficulties, he had in his keep- 
ing the peace 6f the Commonwealth. 
Tbe Stote was indeed most fortune 
that sbe had two such sons as Dan 
Collier and John Castleman: more for- 
tunate In that such crisis these sons 
filled the respective pusiiions to which 
they had been appointed. Tliey had 
been most gallant .soldiers, and 
tliuugl) soldiers on opposite sides they 
knew of the courage, skill and patriot- 
ism of each other; each was so thor- 
oughly courageous that he knew his 
courage and daring would not be 
doubted by the other,and each Judged 
the other to be like unto himself— 
honest, sincere, loving the right and 
loving Kentucky, and Intensely anx- 
ioastoavoid bloodshed and willing to 
take any personal re^iponsibllity to 



prevent it. ('ool, self compo.sed, clear 
headed, honorable, these two gentle 
men and soldiers prevented any act of 
violence which might have precipita- 
ted a terrific contest. Others may be 
blamed for theU pert in that lament- 
able and in some respects disgraceful 
epis(jde in our history: but to tbese 
t wo Kentuckians only praise and ad- 
ni nation are due. 

The w hole life of Gen Collier was 
li 111' .'ai lf, brave, earnest, kindly: but 
tlie climax and culmination of that 
life were in t ho.se days of trial and 
perplexity. We desired this morning 
merely to put on record some of the 
impressions made on us Ijy the.se two 
gallant and dutiful men and to suggest 
that witb many different gifts and dif- 
ferent training, yet the fundamental, 
basic qualities of these two Rentaek 
ians were identical— courage, devotion 
to duty, sincerity, power over men, 
and ceaseless labor; a broad and gen- 
erous kindliness, a constant and man- 
ly charity and an untlinching loyalty. 



Evening r.ist:—tien Collier, former- 
ly Adjutant (Jeneral of Kentucky, died 
suddenly of heart disease Saturday, 
and in his death theStete has ktta 
good citizen. 

Gen. Collier was a man of firm con- 
victions, and this faitli made him re- 
spect the conviction of others. lie 
was called at a critical time in the 
history of tbe State to act a most con- 
spicuous part, and he so carried him- 
self- as to command the confidence 
even of his moat l>itter and paashmate 
opponents. 

Personally, Gen. Collier won the re- 
gard of all men with whom be came 
in conta(;t, not by what are called tbe 
genial traits of character, but by his 
sincerity, his directness and single- 
ness of purpo.se, and because he was 
not afraid. He cared little for popu- 
larity and nothing at all for power, 
but he was anxioos always todohis 
duty. 

His death came suddenly, as so often 
it comes to a soldier, and like a sol- 
dier, be was.ready. Living he bad tbe 
respect of the people and the love of 
his friends, and dying he awakens sor- 
row that la widespread anJ aineere.
